Even where the same 
party is retained in. power, there are 
a lot of members who are not to come 
back. They feel little .enthusiasm for 
work. 
The session is perfunctory. 


Yet there is a host of m'g problems 
immediately

attention. 


Many meritorious propositions fail be- 
cause congress can not get around to 
them.

The present arrangement does not 


perhaps incur-any great, loss. Yet^t 
is one of a number of unbusinesslike! 
ways that tend to make the govern- 
ment less efficient than private busi- 
ness. 
But you could never make a 


political issue out of a proposition to 
have the new congress meet within a 
month after 
it was 
elected, as it 


ought to. There are no votes in such 
a proposal. 


Tt all shows that issues have to ap- 


peal to the popular imagination in or- 
der to force themselves on the poli- 
ticians. The latter are looking for a 
program that will make votes. 
But 


there is a growing number of people 
Vho appreciate direct, business-like 
methods. The man and the party that 
can. remedy some minor defects like 
this will make ' itself popular with a 
lot of people who appreciate good, sys- 
tematic work.

Co'rnevale was held without bail. A 
coupe on the

after tne prisoner was taken from the 
court room kept him in the city hall 
lockup until more than an hour after- 
wards.

was whisked away .to the 
county iail in the police patrol.

congress to change the Buenos Aires 
form of government. 
Hitherto the city has had a com- 


mission government like Washington. 
The people are tired, however, of hav- 
ing their affairs regulated for them 
by outsiders. They point put that this 
management has resulted in the piling 
up of one of the largest municipal 
debts, considering the -community s 
side, in the world. It is is -also re- 
marked that the- attempt to economize 
by -the unauthorized withholding oi 
percentages of tbe city .employes 
wages is resulting in a tiresome series 
o£ strikes by the scavengers, grave 
diggers and other classes of city work- 


BrTho situation is also more irritating 
from a. numerical standpoint than the 
one iii Washington, where a national 


i population of about 100,000,000 dic- 
I tales arbitrarily to a city of about 
i 360,000, while in Argentina, a tothl 
1 population of approximately 7,000,000 
makes local regulations for a capital 
with a population exceeding 1,500,000. 
The new plan, if .adopted, will abol- 
ish the existing commission in favor 
o£ a municipal council, to be elected 
by the citizens.

A unique feature of the proposal is 
that ii confers the municipal franchise 
upon foreigners more than 18 years 
old who have lived in Buenos Aires 
more (.nan two years if they are mar- 
ried tc Argentine women, are parents 
of Argentine children or pay taxes to 
a specified amount. Tbe plan even 
makes them eligible to councillorshlps 
above the 'age of 35. .
